Secretary of State Dulles properly is 
concerned about heavy shipments of arms 
into Guatemala, the Central American 
country whose government is now domi- 
nated by Communists. He sees it as a 
military threat to the Panama Canal and 
well might it be. 

He has retaliated by permitting ship- 
ment of American arms to Guatemala’s 
neighbors, Honduras and Nicaragua, to 
counter military threats to these coun- 
tries. 

Strategically situated, with only these 
two countries between them and the ca- 
nal. a Red Guatemala offers an immediate 
and permanent threat to United States in- 
terests in Central and South America. The 
Reds already are using it as a base for in- 
filtration into various Latin-American 
countries and should it become a Com- 
munist dictatorship—as it seems on the 
way to becoming—there could be consid- 
erable trouble. 

As beset as we are trying to counter 
Kremlin-directed aggression in other parts 
of the world, we are prone to overlook 
their designs in this Hemisphere. Guate- 
mala is right in our own back yard.

Kentucky Makes Ready 
With Turnpike Plans 


Kentucky apparently means business 
on that Great Lakes-to-Miami turnpike. 
The first leg of the Blue Grass State's link 
has been surveyed and rights of way are 
being acquired. This first section begins 
at Louisville and extends 40 miles: south 
to Elizabethtown. 

Not that Kentucky is ahead of Geor- 
gia. By the end of 1954, the four-lane 
highway south to Griffin and the four- 
lane north from Atlanta to above Carters- 
ville will be virtually complete.. That 
means Georgia will have 80 miles of su- 
perhighway ready to tie into the Mid- 
west-to-Miami strip. 

With Kentucky and Georgia ready, the 
squeeze will be on Tennessee. The Ten- 
nessee Legislature has done nothing to 
pave the way for paving a boulevard 
across the state the narrow way. 

However, though Georgia may have 80 
miles of double-track road come 1955, un- 
less the state makes progress toward a 
continuation of the highway. north and 
south, there is the possibility that the 
route of the throughway from Tennessee 
to Florida would be via Alabama. 

That possibility is something to con- 

ider through the heat of summer and a 
political campaign.

Technical Aid Programs 
Are Producing Results 


The progress of the technical aid 
program is striking heavy blows against 
communism in the so-called underdevel- 
oped countries of the world. 

The U.S. Point Four program, now 
called the Foreign Operations Adminis- 
tration, and its United Nations counter- 
part, and similar programs in which many 
other nations are participating are help- 
ing to relieve the hunger that provides 
such excellent breeding grounds for com- 
munism. 

In a survey of its effectiveness. New 
York Times-torrespondent Will Lissner 
says “the sharing of technical ‘know- 
how’ is one of the largest and most suc- 
cessful enterprises on which the world 
has ever engaged.” 

Concrete results are seen in every 
country in which the program is in opera- 
tion. India has increased food production 
by 5,000,000 tons and sees the day when 
she will be self-sufficient in foodstuffs. 
Italy has bettered Mussolini's record 
wheat crop by 1,000,000 tons. In Greece, 


in Turkey, in Jamaica, Panama and Cey- 
lon’ marked progress has been made in which have laws requiring segr 


food production. — ~ 

The reports are encouraging. The rapid 
growth of the world’s population, how- 
ever, poses: the question of whether the 
progress made will enable these countries 
to stay ahead of the game. It is evident, 
though, that the program of technical aid 

~ 


is achieving results and must be con- 
inued. 

The United States, in addition to con- 
tributicns through the United Nations, 
continues carrying on economic aid pro- 
grams that will be far cheaper in the long 
run than costly wars to check communism. 

Encouraging, too, is the gradual in- 
ctease in private investments—a method 
of lessening the load on taxpayers. More 
and more countries are working to estab- 
lish conditions that make this attractive. 
Most of the former colonial nations that 
have won their freedom suffer greatly 
from lack of capital.

East-West Trade Is 
Still a Mere Trickle 


Despite all the noise about Western 
trade with Iron Curtain countries, there 
has been a steady decline in both exports 
and imports by the free world since 1951. 
The drop, especially marked during 195l- 
1952, continued through 1953, according 
to figures from the Foreign Operations 
Administration. 

Actually the United States exported 
more goods to the Communist nations in 
1953 than in the previous years, although 
we bought less from them. 

The British, who are criticised so fre- 
quently for trade with Communist coun- 
tries, continued to import a big supply 
of raw materials from behind the Iron 
Curtain. Britain, who needs these raw 
materials if her industry is to prosper, 
actually sold the Russians less than half as 
much as she bought. 

The British have argued that the free 
world benefits as much or more than the 
Communists from East-West trade and 
maintains that she observes strictly the 
bars on shipments of strategic goods. Our 
own experts, including Harold Stassen, 
say that this trade in nonstrategic goods is 
beneficial. 

However, the loud pronouncements by 
the new regime in the Kremlin about its 
desires to expand East-West trade is be- 
ing revealed as mere propaganda.

Or it might be seeing 
some other person pass us in the 
procession of life and gain a higher 
place than we have been able to 
reach. 

All of us have infirmities of one 
kind or another. The tragedy is 
when we let that infirmity take 
possession of our spirits instead 
of developing a spirit that takes 
possession of the infirmity.

The steady pressure of the opposi- 
tion parties and elements in the 
government coalition to force a 
debate on Indochina is continuing. 
Once the debate occurs, the 
present government in. Paris may 
fall and then negotiations here 
would be delayed. 


A canvass of the French situa- 
tion reveals that the sentiment 
for a strong policy of reorganiza- 
tion of the whole French com- 
mand is growing and that, if the 
Geneva conference fails to pro- 
duce an armistice, a compre- 
hensive program of military ac- 
tion can be expected. This calls 
for an acceptance of the Ameri- 
can offer to help train the native 


American cooperation in military 
training missions but the stepping 
up of supplies of a military 
character. 

The pressure on the Commu- 
nists is threefold: 

First, the American-French 
talks on a military plan to aid 
the defenders of Indochina against 
aggression, which will be supp’e- 
mented by staff talks in Wash- 
ington starting on June.1 between 
the military chiefs of Britain, 
France, Australia, New England 
and the United States. 

Second, the sending of a com- 
mission of the United Nations to 
observe and report to the U.N.

That®%S how I happened to read a piece called “‘There’s No 
Milton, 
himself a graduate of City College’s class of '29, did a bit’ of 
back-tracking on the last 25 years and came up with a fasci- 
nating picture of what has happened to the bright-eyed boys and 
girls who were graduated from the colleges and universities of 
the nation that fateful spring of '29. 


He reviews the years of the depression. (‘‘The Wall Street 
debacle did not necessarily ruin the lives of these °29 graduates; 
but it invariably rearranged them,” he wrote.) He covers WPA 
days and World War II days, recalling how the class of °29 
(average age 22.9) read “All Quiet on the Western Front’’ and 
counted on peace, adding parenthetically: ‘‘This generalization 
was not much affected by the fact that in the spring of 1939, 
Ralph W. Wardlaw, University of Georgia °29, was killed fighting 
on the Loyalist side of the Spanish Civil War.’’ 


Finally, Milton tells what happened to a great many of the 
'29-ers, listing in a little box ‘‘Ten Who Made Good.’’ Harold 
Stassen is one of the ten and so is Theodore Roetheke, winner 
of the 1954 Pulitzer Prize for poetry, and so is Brig. Gen. Carl 
T. Sutherland, University of Georgia, ’29! 

When I called General Sutherland at the City Hall, where he 
is personnel director, he just happened to have on his desk the 
1929 copy of the Georgia yearbook, Pandora, and he was deep 
in plans for the 25th reunion of his class at Athens June 6-7. 


He was pleasantly surprised to learn that The Times had 
listed him as a successful man but not realy overwhelmed. All 
things considered he feels pretty successful. He has a com- 
fortable home (the second he has bought), a nice wife (the 
former Miss Alma Shaw, a Murphy High art teacher to whom 
he was married in 1932) and a 16-year-old son, now a junior at 
Bass and, he hopes, a candidate for the University of Georgia 
next year. He has always had a job, first peddling Bibles 
through North Carolina the summiér after his graduation and 
then various teaching jobs, including one at Berry Schools in 
Rome.

Atty. Gen. Warren Olney IIL. 

At the same time, the Justice 
Department announced suspension 
of William A. Gallagher, the Jus 
tice Department attorney who had 
presented the case to the 
jury. Gallagher could not be reach- 
ed for comment. 


CLEARS ADMINISTRATION 

Olney said the prosecution was 
authorized in January, 1953, by 
Charles E, Murray, then head of 
the criminal division. He said no 
one in the present administration 
had anything to do with the author- 
ization. 

Today's action followed efforts by 
the government to avoid a court or- 
der that it provide a transcript of 
the testimony which was given to 
the loyalty board by Harold Metz, 
now a research director for the 
Hoover Commission,
